The beginning was not 
easy for the Girard, Ala. 
native, one of 12 born to 
former’ slave parents. 

Acknowledging parental 
support, Allen readily ad- 
mitted that his father, the 
Rev. George Allen and 
mother,’ Phoebe Harvey 
Allen, both born slaves, in- 
stilled in -him and his 
brothers and sisters a love 
ofseducation and a desire 
to move to the North. 

Graduating from the 
local black elementary 
school in Girard, where his 
father was principal, Alien 
was unable to attend high 
school. However, he did 
enroll at Wilberforce 


University, because he 


proved to the president 
that he was capable of the 
work required. 

He received his B.A. 
degree from Wilberforce 


and was awarded an 
honorary M.A. from the 
school in 1920.

ihe recipient of two 
honorary Doctor of Law 
degrees, one from Morris 
Brown University in 1953 
and one from Monrovia 
College in Monrovia, 
Liberia in 1955. 

Dr. Allen came to Colum- 
bus in 1915 to serve as 
executive secretary of the 
Spring St. YMCA and in 
1917 left that job to take 
the position with the Urban 
League that was to make 
the name Nimrod B. Allen, 
legendary in Columbus for 
decades to come. 

Serving the Urban 
League, for 33 years until 
his retirement in 1954, the 
diminutive Allen had a 
tremendous impact on 
Columbus and the nation. 

Frank Lomax il, 
executive director of the 
Columbus Urban League, 
observed ‘There have 
been five directors in the 
Urban League's 60-year 
history. Dr. Allén probably 
made the biggest impact 
with ‘iS fouhaing ‘St “trie” 
Frontiers of America which 
is still viable in many cities 
across the nation today.” 

A non-violent man, “Mr. 
Urban League” promoted 
the better part of his social 
action with the League 
through behind-the-scenes 
work in closed-door meet-

Through the Columbus 
Plan, racial overtones were 
eliminated from news- 
papers; a crime prevention 
program to stop biacks 
from being jailed was in- 
stituted and health clinics 
were started. 

He created the Friendly 
Service Bureau, the 
nation's—-tirst—--crime 
prevention program which 
was later adopted by 90 
other cities. It was or- 

ized as part of the 
lumbus Police Depart- 


In addition to his work in 
the field of Integration, Dr. 
Allen. found time to work 
with a numbér of groups 
and organizations. 

He is a former member 
of the Board of Trustees of 
Wilberforce University and

Current executive direc- 
tor of the Columbus Urban 
League, Frank Lomax, 
upon notification of Dr. 
Allen’s death, reflected, 
“Unfortunately, we 
frequently fail to express 
our appreciation or extend 
honors to those living per- 
sons who have made 
positive contributions 
toward the enrichment of 
our lives.” 

“Upon the sad occasion 
and finality of death, we 
hasten to present post- 
humous awards or 
grievously apologize to the 


jemory of great persons - 


and loved ones,” Lomax 
continued. 

“Dr. Allen is not to be 
counted among those 
whose real achievements, 
throughout a lifetime of 
service to his community 
and nation, were either 
overlooked or minimized.”

Rep. Brown Plans Bill To 
Permit Borrowing Against 
Bankrupted Railroad Notes 


Plans to introduce 
legislation to permit Ohio 
local governments to sell 
or borrow against the 
notes paid by Penn Central 
Railroad for delinquent 
taxes, were announced last 
week by State Rep.

Under provisions of the 
bill, Brown said it would 
authorize taxing

“mostly ignorant of its impact on their 
own people. 

It is therefore important that our 
elected representatives scan very 
carefully every bill or ordinance that 
comes up for a vote so they can fully 
understand all its implications. 

All too often special interest or 
selfish political party hacks use their 
influence to get support for 
legislation that is not in the best in- 
terest of black people. Party loyalty is 
ofttimes used to get votes from 
easily-moved legislators who are too 
lazy to know what's really inthe bill. 
This results in some blacks ‘really 
voting against their own people. 

The growth of the Negro 
population in our urban centers, has 
created @conomic, social and 
educational problems that demand 
special attention. Many government 
programs designed to meet some of 
our inner-city problems, accom- 
plishes little or nothing because the 
legislation creating them was drawn 
so that the benefits that flow to the 
black communities are minimal. Or, 
as in many cases, are administered 
in such a way that the benefits do not 
get to those for whom they were in- 
tended. . 

The continual eroding of housing 
in-our inner_cities, is creating: vast 
Waste ands A are de gc usec e 
dumping grounds for itinerant 
haulers and indifferent residents. 

There are supposed to be many 
agencies of national, state and local 
governments supposedly intended to 
remedy these problems. However, 
month after month, and year after 
year, housing and neighborhood 
conditions get worse rather than bet- 
ter. 

Yet, our own legislators sit in their 
lawmaking seats apparently ob- 
livious to what's going on right 
before their eyes. 

Employment is another one of our 
chronic problems for which many 
pieces of legislation have been enac- 
ted - all designed to provide jobs, or 
training programs for the jobless, or 
other approaches to solutions. 

Despite all of these legislative ac- 
tions, black unemployment is still 
one of our most serious unsolved 
problems. And, black legislators sit 


posed each piece. They all went 


down to defeat with all of our black 
legislators leading the parade. 

’ As a result of the defeat of the 
Rhodes legislation, our inner cities 
have continued to deteriorate. In the 
meantime nobody else has come up 
with any logical approaches to these 
inner city problems. 4 

Governor. Rhodes, has constantly 
tried to get legislation passed to help 
the inner cities. Not one black 
legislator has had courage enough 
to join with the governor in trying to 
get needed legislation passed. 

If any legislation is designed to 
help black people with their 
problems, party loyalty should have 
no place in determining whether to 
support it or not. 

There was a big division among 
black legislators in the passage last 
week of Sub. H.B, 826 in the Ohio 
Legislature. Fortunately a change of 
three black votes ‘was most helpful 
in its final passage. Despite the fact 
that this bill is designed to help bring 
industry into the state and our cities, 
some of our black legislators were so 
uninformed or committed to their 
party, that they actually voted against 
their-own best interest. 

Last week many of the white 
democratic legislators who. -we-op- 
posed to this piece of legislation, 
went to Cincinnati with Governor 
Rhodes, smiled and applauded as of- 
ficials of the Ford Motor Co., announ- 
ced their plans to build a $500,000 
plant in Clermont County. 

If our black legislators had been 
alert, smart and informed, they could 
have tried and possibly been suc- 
cessful in influencing the Ford Motor 
Company to locate this plant closer 
to the centers of black population. 
The Honda Company of Japan also 
located their plant in an area far from 
centers of Negroes. Yet, not a one of 
our legislators made any effort to get 
the governor to use his influence in 
getting the Japanese to pick another 
location. 

Being slaves to political party 
membership and leadership is no 
way to help the black community 
with its problems. Black needs can- 
not be met by legislators whose 
loyalty is to others rather than to their

The countries involved include Bot- 
swana, Cameroon, Central African Em- 
pire, Chad, Congo, Dahomey, Ethiopia, 
Gabon, Gambia, Ghana, Guinea, Ivory 
Coast, Kenya, Lesoto, Liberia, Malagasy, 
Republic, Malawi, Mali, Mauritius, Niger, 
Nigeria, Rwanda, Senegal, Sierra Leone, 
Swaziland, Tanzania, Togo, Uganda, Up- 
per Volta, Zaire, and Zambia.

announce his plan and has indicated it will not be 
revealed before sometime after Christmas. 

So far the only Republican to officially announce 
his candidacy for lieutenant governor is Virgil Brown, 
black Manager of the Cuyahoga County (Cleveland) 
Board of Elections. Since the pairing law was enacted 
after the 57 year old former Cleveland City Council- 
man announced his candidacy, there is speculation to 
the effect that Rhodes, 68, will choose a younger can- 
didate to run with him. 

The fact that Lt. Gov. Richard Celeste, Democrat, 
who appears to-be the front runner for the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination is only 40 years of age 

ives rise to the above speculation. Celeste has 
ready indicated that the main plank in his campaign 
platform will be age. , : 

To offset this scheme, most political pundits main- 
tain that Rhodes would be wise to look for a running 
mate in the 30 to 40 age bracket with established 
public background. 

Three individuals who fit-neatly into this ay cy’ | 
are, Robert Traft, I, Cincinnati, son of former U.S. 
Senator Robert A. Taft Jr., Charlies Rockwell Saxbe, 
Mechanicsburg, son of former U.S. Atty. Gen. William 
Saxbe and C. William O'Neill, Columbus, son of Ohio 
Supreme Court Chief Justice, C. William O'Neill. All 
three afe members of the Ohio House of Represen- 
tatives. 

Although neither of the three have had statewide 
exposure at the polls, anyone who has been voting in 
Ohio during the past 50 years will be familiar with 
their names, for their respective fathers have been 
elected to statewide offices frequently for decades. 
Like their fathers, all three are lawyers and are 
engaged in the general practice of law in their 
respective homes. : 

Brown, who represented the 25th Werd in 
Cleveland City Council until he resigned three years 
ago to'accept the appointment to his present-position, 

as also been mentioned as a possible candidate for 
Secret of State. But this is also unlikely, since 
veteran retary of State Ted W. Brown, Republican, 
is expected to seek reelection. 

Under the new law, all lieutenant governor can- 
didates must be paired with a gubernatorial aspirant. 
Thus, the probability of an independent without being 
paired with a candidate for governor, is eliminated. 

Consequently, about the only thing for sure about 
the lieutenant. governor candidates is_that-they. will 
be chosen by the party’s gubernatorial candidates.

Perh this is the 
year to use the gift of perseverance to overcome the 
is that afflict our communities — the bad schools, the 
street crime, the failure to register and vote, and 
others. Perseverance ought to mean redoubling our 
efforts, both to pressure Jarger society to change, and 
also to make our. communities more livable. 

For President Carter, there is the gift of remem- 
brance. It's been a rough year for the President, but 
maybe next year will be better if he remembers the 
hopes and beliefs he engendered in black people and 
other minorities that led them to vote for,him in over- 
wheliming numbers. Remembering the promises that 
led to his devotion, and fighting to fulfill them, is the

For the Supreme Court, the gift of courage and

It has been quite notable 


how the Oriental man has

And maybe we can develop even stronger economic 
sanctions against South Africa, since it is apparent now 
that the death of Steve Biko was caused by his brutal 
treatment at the hands of South African security forces. 

We certainly need to evidence our concern in these 
matters. But we need to temper our intensity somewhat; 
we are certainly no paragons of virtue on this question. 

| am immediately reminded, for example, of the current 
North Carolina incarceration of a group of civil rights ac- 
tivists called the Wilmington 10. There's been enough 
evidence gathered in this case which indicates that 
these young men are innocent and should be im- 
mediately set free. But the wheels of justice seemingly 
do not grind at ali in North Carolina, and it appears that 
North Carolina wants these civil rights activists to rot in 
jail. 

Then there's the trip to the South Bronx that President 
Carter took the other day. From ail that’s been written 
about this ‘‘no man’s land,” the South Bronx is the most 
economically depressed community in this entire nation. 
Crime abounds almost unabated; most of the families 
are on welfare; adequate housing is non-existent; dope 
and alcoholism flourishes; and children grow up with the 
sense that this is what the world looks like. 

I'm very concerned about the human rights of the 
people who are forced to live in the South Bronx, and in 
other places just like it. As a matter of fact although the 
situation in my own District is not as bad as conditions in 
the South Bronx, the deprivation is still horrendous 
encugh. 

To me, if a child lives in depressed housing, his human 
—-a-senior- citizen's monthly 
retirement check lasts only one-half of that month, his 
human rights are being trampled on. If our young adults 
nave no future in the work world, their human rights do 
not exist. If a father must flee his home, because that's 
the only way his family can become eligible for welfare 
assistance, then his human rights are a sham. If a person 
wants to work, and is able to work, but there are not 


. enough jobs to go around, thé issue of human rights is

Jobs For The Poor . - 


The recently released employment figures for Novem- 
ber showing perhaps the sharpest rise in the number of 
people finding work in a single month in the nation’s 

ained-stagnant-is-a- 
ticularly ominous contradiction for blacks. Some 950,000 
people found work, but unemployment remained virtually 
unchanged at 6.9 percent. * 

For minorities, this was merely the continuation of a 
disaster: 13.8 blacks were unemployed compared with 6 
percent whites. : 

Few people who had been watching--and warning— 
about the unemployment problem for many months were 
surprised at the acknowledgement by White House Press 
Secretary Jody Powell that m would be impossible to 
reach the President's target of 6.6 percent unem- 
ployment by the year's end. Neither should Com- 
missioner of Labor Statistics Julius Shiskin have found 
the situation “very puzzling." The simple reality is that 
many economic planners did not, until recently, regard 
unemployment as a national crisis and a social priority. 

Blacks share Senator William Proxmire’s grave con- 


cerns that “It does not appeatas though continuing high, 


unemployment is the bitter subject that it was 11,0r.12 
months ago.” In fact, black leaders wo oe ~~ ear 
ritical and say that there is a de ra 
throughout the Ration to ensure that the bulk of the new 
jobs that are being provided go to whites, agizable num- 
ber of whom are women. xf 

Of the seven million Americans who are unemployed, 
the Lag oxig’ J of cdurse, are whites. But proportionately, 
more that twice as many blacks arg suffering trom this 
national malaise. 

So the NAACP must now seek to ensure that Congress 
not only enacts a full employment bill but also targets a 
minimum number of jobs for black workers and the}s. 
communities. ; 

As the labor report showed, the labor force in Novem- 
ber grew by 896,000. For the year, a record 3.2 million 
more people had jobs. But the increase in the number of 
women and youths had prevented any improvement in 
black joblessness. Mr. Shiskin even predicted that soon 
more than 50 percent of eligible women will be working. 

Add to this competition the relocation of industry to 
the suburbs and areas inaccessible to poor, blacks 
witho ansportation. and we- a situation that-is 
desperate for federal intervention. ; 

That is why the NAACP regarded with hope President 
Carter's announcement that he would support the com- 
promise Humphrey-Hawkins Full Employment Bill. This 
bill clearly is a watered-down version of the original 
proposals. 

The 1977 version, in contrast to the 1974 and 1975 
measures, authorized no new jobs program. It omits any 
requirement for the Federal Government to be the ‘‘em- 
ployer of last resort" for the chronically unemployed. 
Also deleted is the provision barring the President from 
sacrificing his low unemployment goal for the sake of 
fighting inflation, . = 

The bill also extends the timetable for attaining the 
four percent unemployment goal by two years to 1983. 

Despite these changes, however,- the compromise 
reiterates the national commitment to a full employment 
poiicy that was expressed back in 1946. That bill assured 
post-World War |i America that the nation would not

President Carter is now committed to this full em-

A figure that does not 
show up in the budget is 
the $1.3 million in savings 
gained from planned 
school closings. This is an 
aspect of the 
desegregation plan that 


school board members 
would like to have both 
ways. Technically, the 


closings are not the fault 
of desegregation, but 
rather are due to a drop in 
school enroliment. When 
faced with irate parents, 
however, school board 
members like to blame the 
closings on desegregation.

Another way to look at 
the budget is to compare it 
with previous years, and 
look at how the cost of 
desegregation compares 
with other costs.
